Thoy 
must all take an interest in Mrs Little's 
work, for its object was to abolish unnecos- 
sary suffering, and of tho suffering caused 
by: footbinding there could be no doubt. 
The Chinese had a provorb, * Iivery pair of 
golden lilies costs a jar of tears.’ They all 
knew how difficult it was to chango the 
customs and. fushions of any country, but 


the Chinesé were so Jogient and so rational 


that thera were grounda for hoping that if 
they could be convinced that Ngture was a 
bettor judge of what 4 woman's faot ought 
to bo. than man, the’ groat.mass of the 
people of China might follow: the example 
of some of tha-most distinguished men and 
go in for anti-faotlinding. (Applaiso.) 

_ Mrs Little, in-hor introductory remarkd, 
said the Anli-Footbinding Soeivty © waa 
formed in Shanghai 23 an ifterantional 
Suciety, and sho had just met Mrs Volpi- 
colli, the lady who represented Italy on the 
Socioty. Tho Society was formed in tho 
original instance to nasist missionary effort. 
Tt was composed of ten ladies who each 
guaranteed S10, and they spent the 8100 in 
printing tracts which were cireulated in 
Chins. Thoy had now aucceeded in getting” 
branches and hon.: secretaries in twenty- 
one Treaty ports in China. They had not 
yet hon. secrotarics in Honukong, Macao or 
Weihaiwei, and she thought that at these 
ports they should. cither haye branches of 
tho Society or honorary secrctities. ~The 
Society had also nineteen correapondents 
in Places which: were not Treaty~ ports. 
Their,method of working was to disuibute™ 
literature amongst the Chineso. Mra 
Little described the progress 
Sneicty sinca its formation five years 
azo, and observed that at tho time 
of the coup @'etat last year they had a meim- 
borship of 300,000. Sho gaye examples of 
the horriblo cruelty of fuothinding and 
circulated photographs nf deformed teot of 
Chiness women, and intiiated that huw- 
ever much tho victins suffered it was 
impossible to emancipate themselves, for it 
was considered immodest aud unchaste for 
a Chinesa woman to speak about her feet. 
She advocated the prusceition of the 
parents or guardians of children suffering 
from footbinding in tho Colony, under the 
law for the prevention of cruelty to child- 
ren. (Applanse.) Tf there was no law for 
the protection of children in Hongkong she 
hoped it would bo specdily introduced, 
Sho intimated the great influence for good 
of a, branch of the Socicty in Hongkong and 
sho hoped that in the establishment of such 
‘an institution Lady Blake would receive 
the support-.of everyone who was interested 
in tho improvement of the;position of tho 
Chinese. 

Mr Francistad great pleasure in propos 
ing u hearty vote of thinks to Mrs Little 
for her extreme kindness in addressing them 
informa- 
tion sho had give Uf. the Socioty ‘of which 
she was the founder and in connection with 
whichsit wag*ovident she had worked so 
vigorously and offectively. The system 
adopted by her and her associntes in 
the Society was the most suitable that could 
Lo adopted for carrying out the object she 
Lad in view, Laws would not effect such 
changes a8 she waa trying to effect, There 
were no means more euitible for appoasing 
to the Chinese than throngh their literatury.

Suochow is that these Ooiirt robes are to be 
four feet and two inchea (Chinese measure) 
in Jength—the usual sizo of a grown-up 
person's gown—which cannot; therefure, be 
meant for the Heir-Apparont, Ta A kd, 
who is but a child of six, or, according to 
the Western wade of calculation, five yours, 
These robes must be therefore meant for 
H. 1. M. Kuang Hsii to wear whenever the 
Empress Dowager and ber advisers shall 
think it safe and politic to accept his 
Majesty's resignation in carnest: and, place 
the Ta A-ké on the Throne. In contrastto 
the above dispatch ay state that nr
